GUARANTY TRUST PREDICTS

Whereas 1929 began well and 
ended badly, 1990 bids fair to re- 
verse the process by beginning bad- 
ly and ending well, according to the 
current issue of the Guaranty Sur- 
vey, published early in January by 
the Guaranty Trust Company.

BONDS OF SYMPATHY. 
Silver Decline Hits 
Mexico & China 


Fears that a still lower level of 
silver prices was in store have soon 
provéd justified, another new re- 
tord being established for the cash 
position, says the Financial Times. 
The lower forward price seams tq 
Indicate bear activity. The preaent 
weakness, constitutes another -bond 
of sympathy between Mexico and 
China. The “Mexican dollar,” with 
{ts large silver content, has been 
a popular currency in the Far Eaat 
for a long time past. Now Mexico 
is pertubed on account of the effect 
of the price drop on its Important 
silver-minmg industry. This 
threatens to become unremunera- 
tive, which would lead to ‘a con- 
siderable number of men being 
thrown out of employment. 

China sees a large part of its 
foreign tommercial transactions, 
This arisea from the fact that in 
China payments. are very largely 
made by weight of silver, not by 
count of coin. The tael, in refer- 
ence to which the Shanghai ex- 
change rate is quoted, is itself 
really a native weight, and ita 
value thus varies almost directly 
with the price of silver. Even in 
the early. days of the war it went 
no lower, than 2s, 1.7/8d, but is now 
down to 1s, 11 15-16d. 
“flight” from varloug Continental 
currencies with which we were 
familiar a few years ago seems now 
to be paralleled by a flight from 
silver on-the part of some of the 
Chinese speculators’ in Shanghai.

CHARGEURS REUNIS AND STATE) 


Considerable stir was aroused in 
Britain -by the visit to the 
Chargeurs Reunis' new steamer 
Faucauld of M. Loula Rollin, Minister 
of the Merchant Marine, as it was the 
first official visit paid by the’ .new 
Minister to a ship, and the important 
specch which he delivered on that oc- 
casion, at Bordeaux, was the first since 
he took over his duties. 


M. Rollin first made a thorough 
visit of the ship, which embodies every 
comfort, and which should prove the 
fastest and most popular vessel on the 
Western African service. She has 
speed of about 15 knots, and most at- 
tractive passenger accommodation, the 
chief, features of the latter being the 


‘T fact that the first-class dining-room, 


smoke room and music room are on the 
promenade deck. 
"After lurch, Senator .C. Chaumet, 
chairman of the Chargeurs Reunis, in 
welcoming the guests, gave some in- 
teresting particulars-of the actual posi-| 
tion of the French shipping trade. He 
pointed out that the Chargeurs Reunis, 
who are not receiving any subsidy from 
the State, have developed their services 
under satisfactory conditions to French 
Western Africa, to South America and 
to Indo-China. They are conveying 06 
per cent. of the goods exported from 
France to the French African Colonies, 
and almost the whole of the goods im- 
ported from those Colonies to France. 
Senator Chaumet said foreign com- 
petition was growing more and more 


acute, In most foreign countries ship- |- 


owners were assisted by their Govern- 
ments by means of subsidies and. fa- 
vourable regulations. “He maintained’ 
that the French Government should 
treat French shipowners in a like man- 
ner, He expressed the, hope that the 
eight-hour day would be extended to 
other countries, as the extra yearly 
cost to the Chargeurs Reunis was well 
over 20,000,000 francs. 


Refrigerated Vessels 


The chairman of the Chargeurs 
Reunis then reminded his:hearers that 
the Foucauld was originally fitted with 
refrigerating machinery like many 
other ships of the company, being in- 
tended for the frozen moat from the 
Argentine, but owing to the action of 
the French Government, which had 
rendered impossible such imports by 
introducing prohibitive, Custom duties

| Marine, congratulated the Chargeurs 


Rounis upon the successful efforts of 
that company, and noted that they were 
receiving no subsidy whatever from the 
State. Ho added that, contrary to ill- 
founded rumours, some French ship- 
owners wero by no means depending 
upor State assistance, seeing that “sub- 
sidised’ 'tonnage represents hardly. 20 
per cent, of the total French tonnage, 
which now aggregates about 3, 600,000

The Minister then stated that he in- 
tended giving to French shipowners full 
moral assistance, with a view to en- 
abling them to cope with foreign com- 
petition, . 

State support- for the. Fronch: Mer- 
chant Marine has already been ‘given

Your critic, with nothing short 
of prejudice, accused Mrs. Sanger 
of singing with “occastonal 
‘brassy’ tones.” IT am_ inclined to 
wonder whether this sophisticated 
critic has even the slightest know- 
ledge. of the art of singing. 

‘I wonder why your ‘critic left 
entirely unmentioned the appear- 
ance of one of the ‘artistes as 
soloist. And, lastly, contrary to 
your critic's opinion, a number of 
musicians ‘present were of the 
opinion that the standard of the 
concert was by no means “lower 
than is customary.”

A Former Kidnapped ; Plenty of Talk for © Octogenarian With His 


White General 


LAST FAREWELL 


Havre, Saturday. 
A ‘bottle’ containing an undated 


letter signed “Koutepoff” has been | 


fished up from‘the sca near here, 
intimating that the kidnapped 
White Russian general was a pri- 
soner aboard the Soviet steamer 
Spartak, which was known to have 
been in Antwenp about the time 
he was kidnapped. 

A hoax is suspected: as the 
handwriting has not yet been iden- 
tified. .

The mesaage in a bottle, men- 
tioned earlier, purporta to be a 
last farewell. ‘Koutepoff’s friends 
say it would require a miracle to 
‘deliver him. This is not the firat 
bottle story in the case. A bottle 


was earlier reported to have been | 


discovered in the River Lolze, 
near Nevers, containing a mess- 
age, “Prisoner Soviets, unknow: 
destination, Koutepoff.” . 
Statements by several persons 
that they saw a motor-car, in 
which Koutepoff was supposedly 
kidnapped, speeding on the Deau- 
ville Road, led‘’to serious police 
investigations in Normandy.

Koutepoff left’ for Russia In a 
Soviet ship, by the fact that the 
Soviet vessel Spartak left Havre 
on January 25 and called at Ant- 
werp, en route to Leningrad.
